Middle Fork of Feather River, with the’ view of. 
determining the best location fur the line of the 
proposed wagon road from the town of Oroville 
in the county of Butte, to Beckwourth Pass in 
the Sierra Nevada range, in Plumas county. As 
the result of my examinations, I have located the 
fine on or near the waters of the’ North Fork ; 
to the head of Spring Garden creek in Plumas 
county, thence up the Middle Fork to Beck wourth’s” 
Pass, Maps of the route have been prepared, 
one of which has been filed in the County Clerk's 
office, in this county, aud auother forwarded to 
the county of Butte. ; 

The line as located, may be more minutely de- 
scribed as follows :—Commencing at the town of 
Oroville, on the main Feather River, and running 
up the right bank a distance of 2} miles to cross- 
ing.

more detailed surveys would prove the fact that 
the country of the North Fork and Beckwourth’s 
Pass presents a route for a RaitRoap across the 
Sierra Nevadas, which will compare: favorably: 
witb any other in Northern or Central California, 
and I may yenture the assertion that there is not 

a ling north of Tulare county, which shows. 80 
many advantages in favor of a Railroad location, 
and which would present so little to obstruct 
travél in any season of the year. 

_ The country from Oroville to the head of Dark 
Canon, is a low, hilly section, and the road-line 
is through a portion well adapted for road build- 
ing, the grading beiag very light, and the ground 
of such a nature as will admit of good solid work 
being done. From the summit of the ridge of 
the Big Bend, to Bardee’s Ravine, a distance of

Carroll backed off, and Young dropped his stick | 
and caught Carroll by the throat, or coat collar, 
and had his arm raised to strike, when Carroll, 
who had a pistol in his hand, put the muzzle close 
to deceased’s breast and fired. Young lived but 
a short time after he was shot. A Coroner's in- 
quest was held upon the body, and in their ver- 
dict the jury justified Carroll in the act. At Car- 
roll’s request, an examination was afterwards held 
before Esq. Abbott, and he was discharged. The 
deceased formerly lived at Rich Gulch in this Co. 
He enlisted, in 61, in Capt. Whitlock’s Company 
of Voluntcers, and served in New Mexico and 
Arizona for three years When the Company 
was discharged, he returned to Plumas and has 
been residing near Greeuville ever since. He 
about 28 years of age, and was 
a native of Maine, where we believe his parents 
still reside. Carroll once taught school in this 
Valley, but has been living at Greenville for the
